The President's Coalition 


HEN THE CHIPS ARE DOWN 

the American Congress ap- 
proves President Eisenhower's pro- 
gram of expanded international 
trade. No recent decision by the 
Congress has been more important 
to Canada, a nation selling nearly 
sixty per cent of its total exports to 
the United States. 

To be sure, the President's pro- 
gram is a pretty modest one and, 
of itself, will have no profound or 
immediate effects on the trade of 
the world. 

It renews for three years the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements legislation 
under which American tariffs have 
been progressively ‘ reduced since 
1934. It gives the President power 
to negotiate fufther reductions, 
totaling 15 per cent in the next three 
years. It enables him—despite the 
protest of many Republicans—-to 
continue to reject the advice of the 
tariff commission in favor of a rise 
in any specific tariff.. Finally it pro- 
poses a simplification of customs 
procedures, which often obstruct 
trade more than tariffs do. 

The importance of the recent 
vote in the Congress cannot be 
reckoned by such details. The Presi- 
dent has won perhaps the greatest 
victory of his career so far—won it 
by daring to break clean with nearly 
half of his own party and to seek 
the support of the Democratic oppo- 
sition. 

As the final vote on the-tradeis- 
sue showed, Mr. Eisenhower is not 
governing through the Republican 
Party but through & bi-partisan coali- 
tion—almost, one might say, through 
a new Eisenhower party. 

Government in the United States, 
as in Canada, is always conducted by 
some form of coalition and cannot be 
conducted otherwise in such sprawl- 
ing and diverse nations. But whereas 
Roosevelt and. Truman governed 
through a coalition of liberals and

HE RETURN OF MR. DREW TO 
his place in Parliament: will be 
welcomed by Canadians of every 
party. Still more welcome the 
news that he has returned to his 
customary health after a long and 
cruel illness. Many Canadians dis- 
agree with Mr. Drew’s views. All of 
them appreciate his fine record of 
public service in war and peace. May 
he enjoy many more years of useful 
work for the nation. 

It was typical of our Parliament 
that his arrival there was greeted so 
warmly by the Prime Minister and 
the leaders of the C.C.F. and Social

‘conservatives. within the Democratic 
Party, Mr. Eisenhower has been com 
pelled to break party lines and form 
his coalition from supporters in both 
parties. That coalition has beaten 
the protectionists of both parties. 

It is a great victory because it 
has assured the world that the 
United States will not return to a 
policy of restraining trade; on the 


contrary, will try to open its markets | 


further to foreign goods. Without 
that assurance a return to restric- 
tive policies elsewhere would have 
been inevitable, with resulting gains 
to no one but the communists. 

Now that the President has suc- 
ceeded in Washington it is to be ex- 
pected that the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade will be renewed 
with little change at Geneva. There 
the United States is demanding the 
approval of its “waiver clause”, 
which will legalize, under GATT, the 
occasional and marginal restrictions 
on farm imports already impdésed in 
disregard of the contract. 

This breach of GATT’s original 
principles is to be deplored and has 
been earnestly opposed by Canada, 
but it becomes far less daunting and 
dangerous when it is accompanied by 
a policy of lower American tariffs in 
general. 

If the other GATT nations were 
to defeat the United States at Geneva 
they would undermine the Presi- 
dent’strade policy at Washington 
and play straight into the hands of 
the protectionists. , 

A renewal of GATT, with the 
waiver clause and the beginning of 
a tariff reduction in the United 
States, is not a perfect arrangement 
by any means, but it is a much bet- 
ter result than the world could have 
expected a few months ago; and bet- 
ter, no doubt, than any policy that 
would have emerged at this point 
from a Republican Congress.

Credit Parties. For if Parliament 
operates on various constitutional 
principles the real secret of its suc- 
cess as an institution lies ih the fact 
that its members may quarrel on 
public business -but can remain 
friends in private. 

Without that spirit the esserttial 
compromises of the democratic pro- 
cess would be impossible. Thus Mr. 
Drew is recognized by his political 
opponents not as an enemy but as 
leader of Her Majesty’s loyal Opposi- 
tion, an office established by law and 
only second to that of the Prime 
Minister himself. Parliament will be 
the better for Mr, Drew's presence. 


Seeking Safety in Strength 


RITAIN’S DECISION TQ ENTER 
the hydrogen bomb race is in 
line with the basic principle of de- 
fense which has long guided Prime 
Minister Churchill. The British 
leader is firmly of the opinion that 
the best safeguard against’ war is 
to be so strong that any potential 
agressor will be detérred from start- 
ing a conflict. 

With this invmind Sir Winston 
has upheld the need for United States 
supremacy “Over Russia in atomic 
armaments, and has welcomed*Amer- 
ican atomic: bomber squadrons. to 
British bases. The West cannot 
match, numerically, the huge stand- 
ing armies of the U.S.S.R. The bal- 
ancing factor of international 
strength has therefore been United 
States proficiency in atomic warfare. 

More than two years. ago Britain 
served notice on the world that it 
was to be considered as an atomic 
power. Working independently, Brit- 
ish experts produced an atomic bomb 
and tested it off the Australian 
coast...Presumably work has con- 
tinued in the meantime. Last week's 
announcement that the Government

A motion was passed unani- 
mously requesting a meeting 
with the city to discuss the 
utilization of the city-owned 
Beaver Lake watershed for

These are the latest develop- 
ments in the race track issue 
which was first brought to 
the fore last June when city

The city has gone ahead with 
its plan and is presently pre- 
paring a by-law to rent the 
Jand to racing interests for 
$800 a month. 


Saanich council's action fol- 
lowed a plea by Clr. Ronald 
Grant to hold a meeting be- 
tween interested parties to 
discuss how the Beaver Lake 
property could -be best de- 
veloped for the benefit of all 


the people of Greater Vic 
toria. 

Mr. Grant said he was in 
favor of the race track pro- 
viding the remainder of the 
property was turned into a 
public park, 


“It would appear that the 
race track people are pre- 
pared to aid substantially in 
any further efforts towards 
the beautification of the 
area,” he said. 


Mr. Grant said he did not 


think people would oppose 
the track if the project in- 
cluded the construction of 
bathing beaches, picnic 
grounds, bridle paths, flower 
gardens, provisions for band 
concerts, putting greens and 
possibly a small golf course. 


He added racing interests 
were prepared to aid in the 
development of such a type of 
park and for this reason were 
not against the scheme. 


He suggested council meet 


city aldermen, race club offi- 
cials, members of the B.C, 
Agricultural Association, Re- 
gional Planning Commission 
and other organizations to dis- 
cuss the entire project. 


But Clr. Brock opposed Mr. 
Grant's suggestion and urged 
instead a meeting with the 
city council] with a view to 
approaching the provincial 
government to have the entire 
area turned into a park. 


* He was supported by Clr. 


Robert Fleming, who stated 
the provincial government 
was interested in developing 
the area in a park. He added 
he felt certain the government 
would agree to increasing its 
capital city grant for the de- 
velopment of such a project. 
. Acting Reeve George Aus- 
tin said he did not think the 
type of park developed by the 
provincial government would 
meet with the full approval 
of the people of Greatet Vic- 
toria. Furthermore, he said, 


he was doubtful if the govern- 
ment would provide a grant 
to Saanich for such a project. 

“But I'm against the race 
track,” he added. “I agree 
with the majority of council-

S..L. Hosking, secretary, in 
a letter to the council, said the 
club had no intention of build- 
ing the track without first con- 
sulting the municipality and 
the people of Saanich.

HOME NURSES FULFILL IMPORTANT TEACHING TASK 


VON Helps Hundreds to Help Themselves Health-Wise 


By PETE LOUDON 

The visiting nurse carefully 
fills the hypodermic_ syringe, 
squeezes the air out, pinches 
the skin slightly and deftly 
inserts the shining needle. 

Quickly she presses down 
on the plunger, and shoots a 
California orange full of tap 
water, 

When_she sees her. patient 
carefully injecting oranges 
for a few days, she knows he 
is soon going to be able. to 
care for himself. 


TEACHING 


That's how the. Victorian 
Order of Nurses ‘teach dia- 
betics to administer their own 


insulin. Few people can pick 
up a needle and inject them- 
selves without some prepara- 
tion. Harder still is the job 
of piercing the skin of a loved 
one. 

Teaching hundreds needing 
help is one of the biggest jobs 
of the VON, according to 
Nurse Elizabeth Riddell. © 

Take the average day of 
one of the eight-nurse staff in 
Victoria, ‘now marking VON 
Week in Canada. 

For a small fee, or for no 
fee, she visits people who are 
ill and incapacitated in their 
homes. Helps them help them 
selves and heitps others in-the 
home to help them. 


It might be exercises to 
strengthen arms for crutches. 
The patient must be meas- 
ured. Crutches should reach 
to. a point two-and-a-half 
inches below the armpit. 
Wrong sizes could cause some 
shoulder paralysis: 

A mother might have to be 
shown how to put a vox in 
bed to keep blanket weight off 
tender toes held upright by a 
leg cast. A sister has to be 
shown how_to cup her 
brother’s lower eyelid and 
give him drops without 
spilling. 

The nurse knows tricks like 
placing a board between 


spring and mattress to sup- 
port a sagging body. She 
knows the safe way to teach 
a patient to walk again, loop- 
ing a towel about his middie 
and following behind with 
one hand holding the towel, 
the other steadying a shoul- 
der.

She can lift a heavy man 
from floor to bed; without any 
strain on herself. 

She can teach a pre-natal 
ease how to iron while seated. 
save her back by using lever- 
age. Some of the VON tricks 
of body mechanics employ 
the same principles. as. com- 
mando style ju-jitsu.

BIRKENHEAD, Eng. 
(UP) — Britain commis- 
sioned its newest and big- 
gest aircraft carrier today, 
the 36,800-ton Ark Royal, a 
vessel which can be run by 
remote control and carry 
planes able to deliver atomic 
bombs. 

The $70,000,000 Ark Royal is 
comparable to the larger.U.S.S. 
Forrestal, It is part of a new 
hydrogen-age navy which in- 
teludes guided missile ships that 
jmay revolutionize naval war- 
fare. 

As the Ark Royal was com- 
Misstoned, the government is 
sued a navy white paper which 
disclosed for the first time that 
conventional battleships and 
cruisers are finished in the 
Roval Navy 

“The carrier is the core of 
ithe modern fleet,” the” white 
paper said.
